W hile the so-called chem ical fertili­ 
zers cannot he used too long w ithout 
affecting rho soil the natural m anures 
prepared so that the weed seeds are 
killed can be secured veiy reasonably. 
An ideal lawn dressing is 
shredded 
cow m anure, dry, odorless, and easy 
to spread upon 
the lawn. 
working 
down am ong the roots w here It not 
only fertilizes but m ulches as well. 
Pulverized 
sheep 
m anure 
is 
a 
stronger fertilizer and equally useful. 
Light dressings of n itrate of soda 
in tho spring give the grass a lush 
grow th and a dark blue green color 
such as is seen around pasture Imp 
pings in the meadows. 
lf the lawn is kept 
clipped fairly 
chort, it vin not be necessary to rake 
the clippings, but they 
may lie al 
lowed to rem ain wnere cut and will 
be washed down among the roots by 
the rain and furnisn a mulch which 
will 
he valuable in

grass has been allowed to get so long
